Protesters accuse 
president of racism

JACKSON, Miss. — President 
Donald Trump paid tribute Satur- 
day to the leaders and foot soldiers 
of the civil rights movement 
whose sacrifices help make the 
United States a fairer and more 
just country, though protests sur- 
rounding his visit to Mississippi 
laid bare the stark divisions 
among Americans about his com- 
mitment to that legacy. 

As Mr. Trump gazed at an ex- 
hibit on Freedom Riders at the 
new Museum of Mississippi His- 
tory and the Mississippi Civil 
Rights Museum, demonstrators 
near the site held up signs that 
said “Make America Civil Again” 
and “Lock Him Up.” Some 
shouted “No Trump, no hate, no 
KKK in the USA.” 

Mr. Trump spent about 30 min- 
utes at the museums, gave a 10- 
minute speech to select guests in- 
side and then flew back to his Flor- 
ida estate, skipping the public 
schedule of the dedication cere- 
mony held outside on a chilly day. 
He spent more time getting to Jack- 
son than he did on the ground.

‘Me too’ in the 
pews: Churches 
not immune 

to harassment

When United Methodists’ Coun- 
cil of Bishops met recently, it held 
break-out discussions on the topic 
of sexual harassment and miscon- 
duct in their churches. 

The discussion had been sched- 
uled before the Harvey Weinstein 
scandal unleashed a tsunami of 
revelations of sexual misconduct 
in media, politics and other fields, 
but the news of the day under- 
scored the gravity of the discus- 
sions, said Pittsburgh Area Bishop 
Cynthia Moore-Koikoi. 

“We had an opportunity to share 
our own stories,” Bishop Moore- 
Koikoi said. “For me to be able to 
say to my colleagues, ‘Me too,’ was 
valuable to hear.” 

In both her previous career as a 
school psychologist and as a minis- 
ter, “there have been times I have 
had unwanted advances from peo- 
ple who were my superiors.” 

The United Methodist Church 
has long had policies against sex- 
ual harassment and other kinds of 
misconduct, and the Western

Democratic Socialists challenge old-school Pittsburgh political family

At first blush, you might not fig- 
ure any politician with the last 
name of “Costa” would have much 
to fear from Sara Innamorato or 
Summer Lee. Neither woman has 


run for office before, and both are 
members of the Pittsburgh chapter 
of the Democratic Socialists of 
America — an upstart, hard-left 
group in a region not lately known 
for radical politics. 

But just last month, DSA- 
backed lawyer Mikhail Pappas 


toppled Ronald Costa in an inde- 
pendent campaign for district 
judge in the East End. That upset 
has changed the landscape in 
2018, said Ms. Lee, 30, who is chal- 
lenging Democrat Paul Costa in 
the 34th state House district east 
of Pittsburgh. 


“People told me I wasn’t just 
running against Paul: I was run- 
ning against all the Costas ... ,” 
she said. “But now they see it 
can be done.”
